Tae Blac Book containing papors of 
1880 to 1882 relating to some of Her 
Majesty’s Colonial possessions bas just 
come to hand, And as some of the 
Reports are from Colonies iv which a 
good denl of interest ia now being taken, 
we shall make a fow extracts and re- 
marks ov these. There are in the 
volame despatches from the chief 
officers at Gambia, Lagos and the Guld 
Const; and the proceedings of the 
adventarous Stanley and De Brazza 
have attracted n good denl of attention 
to Umt quarter of the world, The 
revenae of the settlement on the Gold 
Coast amounted in 1881 to £116,000, 
which was some £3,000 less than in tho 
previous year. But in the revenue for 
1881 there was incladed over £7,000, 
the nominal value of gould received in 
special payments by the Ashautis asx 
pence offering, and as proof of the 
sincerily of their king. Deduoting 
that extraordinary receipt the balanco 
was £109,000, which showed a snr. 
plus over estimates of some £10,000. 
There was however au actual de: 
ficicncy in the receipts in 1881, oom. 
pared with its immediate predecessor, 
of £10,000, which was chiefly owing 
to a falling off in the Customs revenue. 
In exphwation of this the Administrator 

















34) points to only £61,000 having been 


collected nz daty on American ram, 
wherens £76,000 were received from 
the same anholy source in 1881, There 
was therefore less consumption, he 
says, or more smuggling, and the 
Customs incline to the former opinion. 
In gin also, there was a decline of some 
£1,600 in the duties. A farther ex- 
planation is given. It appears that the 
taste for beer is growing among the 
better class of natives, and the intro- 











duction of malt liquor in 1881 was 
23,000 gallons, three times the quan. 
lity imported in 1880. It would seem, 
however, to be doubtfal fiom what the 
Administrator says, whether the change 
from ram and gin to beer, is dae to 
taste or economical motives. Spirits 
pay half a crown per gallon duty and 
beer only sixpence. ‘The import trade of 
the colony rose in value from £330,000 
to 1880 in nearly £400,000 in 1881, 
of which Great Britain and her 
dependences’ supplied three-fourths in 
the latter year, The export trade did 
not fare so well, as there was a large 
falling off in the valuo of the ohief 
articles, which were gold-dust, palm 
kernels and palm oil. As tho value of 
the export trade in 1881 was £360,000 
the total trade of this colony in that 
year was valued sat, say, £650,000, 
Gambia is a much smaller possession 
of the Queen’s, Its revenne in 1881 
was only a few hundred pounds over 
£24,000, of which £1,000 was de. 
rived from a parliamentary grant in 
aid for postal services. ‘Iie Customs 
receipts and licenses supplied neatly 
the entire Iveal collection. ‘The import 
trade of 1881 was of the value of 
£110,000, or one-sixth less than in the 
provions sour, Cotton goods—£80,500 
—cola nuts, rice and tobacco are the 
articles of value in the table which forms 
part of the Report. Ouly some £5,000 
worth of rum was imported, and the 
total value of all spirits was moderate, 
‘Tbe exports were chiefly made up of 
ground nuts which formed £118,000 
worth out of the total of £125,000, 
In the paragraph relating to ecole 
sinstioal affairs it is stated that » 
large number of the inhabitante 
altogether 14,150—profess the Moham- 
medan religion, and that the faith of 
Islam is steadily making ite way through. 
out the adjacent countries. Education 
seems to be well attended to in the 
these possessions, and the number of 
pupils in the differeut schools a 
to the Christian churches is a 
torily large, Lngos had an iuoome of 
£42,000 in 1881, and spent £8,000 
more than she raised. The population 
of the whole settlement was 75,000, of 
whom 100 were white males and 9 were 
white women. ‘The trade had decreased 
cousiderably, having been of the value 
of nearly £1,100,000 in 1880, and only 
£828,000 in 1881. ‘The falling off in 
revenue and trade is attributed to intere 
tribal warfare which was still going on 
iu the end of 1882, Some of the tablea 
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of trade at the three possessions do not 
give fall particulars of value, but we 
should say that the total value of im- 
ports and exports in tho Gold Const, 
Gambia and Lagos was about a wil 
and a quarter sterling in 1881. 
Malacen is another possession whieh 
has recently received attention as a 
part of the Malay peninsula, It isa 
sleepy old place which has not changed 
Smuch of late times, and its trade is 
almost wholly in the hands of the 














“Chinese, There is no British merchant 
“iw Uié colony, and only 32 European 
residents, Its population, according to 


the cousus taken in April 1881, was 
95,000, of whom 67,000 wero Malays 
and 19,000 Chinese, ‘The latter often 
establish themselves altogether in Ma- 
Incou, and in a great number of cases, 
especially among tho moro prosperous, 
do uot return to their native land. 
These old Chinese families hold the 
more immigrant, Celestials in profound 
“contempt. Many Chinese are very 
woulthy, and Miss Bird tolla of one of 
their children, a little gicl two or three 
yours old, who visited her wenring 
$40,000 worth of gold aud precious 
stones, There were the comparatively 
lnrge numberof 4,020 females among the 
Chinesoin 1881, Tho trade of Malacenin 
1881 amounted in value to $7,500,000, 
and it appears to havo gone on steadily 
increasing sincy 1868, when its value 
was slightly nuder four millions of 
dollars, 'Tapives, tin, and specie are the 
articles on wh the increase 
arisen, while the trade in opium hns 
fallen off, which doubtless docs to 
some oxtent explnin the prosperity 
of the place, ‘Lie prnctice of opium 
smoking prevails .chiefly among the 
imported Chinese, and the Resident 
Councillor estimates that the avery

Pax Seoret Decree, an abstract of w 
wo publish on another page, appears to 
have created a most profound sensation 
among both foreigners and Chinese. 
The latter are intensely exeited ut 
the fact of such a document having 
Jeaked out, and there are even a few 
who seek to throw diseredit upon its 
anthonticity, in shoer horror at the 
disclosure having been made, But 
- auch attempts are fatile, and we 
soarcely think that the Chinese Guvern- 
ment ig likely to repudiate tho respon- 
ility thas unexpectedly foreed upon 
it, There seoms to be little doubt, on 
the part of foreiguers, of tho trath of 
tho statements we have pnblisied, nor 
is thore, indeed, any yeason why they 
should be called in question. ‘Tho 
fact is, as every one onglt to know, 
that tho Empire is governed by Secret 
Deoreca. The docaments which np- 
pear in the Peking Gazelle ave the 
most unimportant that are issued, 
and are prepared and published for the 
eyes of foreigners and the unofficial 
classes of Chinese. Tho remarknble 
part therefore of tho present nff 
is not that a Secret Deoree has been 
promulgated, but that its contents have 
“ become known, especially as these are 
of so compromising a nuture as re- 
garda the Chinese Government. It 
must of course bo understood that the 

































Deoree as given by us is no moro than | 


the briefost abstract, the actual docu 
ment containing over threo thousand 
‘ohiaracters, But sufficient has been 
made known to prove the complicity of 
the Chinese Government with the 
Black Fings—a charge that thoy 
have hitherto donied most strongly.

BRITISH CONSULS IN OHINA. 
We allude to-day to tho lettor lately 
addressed to the Times by its Shan 
Correspondent on the subject of Br 
ropresentatives in the Enst—not be- 
causo there is very much to add to 
what bo has there snid, but rather 
because we do not think so sound and 
useful an utterance should pass without 
special notice from the press in China, 
Ib is, of course, useless to underrnto the 
fact that British interests very largely 
proponderate in this country, and that 
for this cause only, if for noue other, it 
is imperative that tho members of the 
Consular Service should be mon of 
firmness and decision of character, 
always en évidence as regards public 
affairs, aud able and willing to take a 
promiuont part in all that affects the 
well-being of British subjects ; and that 
such characteristics on their part should 
be encouraged by the authorities at 
home. Nor is this all. As represent- 
ing the large majority of residents at 
any given port, the British Consul has, 
in a sense, certain responsibilitios to 
members of other nationalities. He is 
not necessarily Sonior of tho Consular 
Body, but from the very number of his 
countrymen and the preponderance of 
their commercial interests he is invested 
with @ certain ‘seniority’ or promin-

ence from which he cannot free himself, 
oven if he would; and if, whether from 
personal character or Foreign -Offive 
restraints, he siuks into a state of 
official insignificance, the result can- 
not but be disastrous to foreigu in- 
terests nt large, We can fully enter 
into tho disabilities to which Consuls 
have heen subject in past times. No 
man who was in China twelve 
or fourteen years ago is likely to forget 
that one Consul, after having acted as 
every Englishman worthy of the uame 
would have acted under the cireum- 
stances, was deprived of his position 
by the Foreign Office, and died of a 
broken heart. No wonder if, after such 
an example, tho mombers of the British 
Consular Service adopt, only too enger- 
ly, © policy of self-effucemont, and 
shrink from doing anything of a public 
nature which is not strictly and abso- 
lutely antomatic, During (he past few 
months we have seen evon the apathetic 
community of Shanghai rise in indig- 
nant protest against the actions of one 
Consular officer, a protest so marked 
that for some time it was currently aud 
wo believe correctly reported that the 
police had instructions from the Mu 
cipality not to bring any prisonors before 
the Court when that gentleman occn- 
pied the bench. In cases where public 
interests are involved, and perhaps some 
great principle at stake, to whom do 
wo look, as a community? Hitherto, 
at any rate, to the American and“ Aus. 
ian Consuls, whose uames have become 
identified with n policy of firmness 
and resolution in dealing with tho 
Chinese which, wo sincerely believe, 
wonld be regarded with marked dis- 
favour by the Homo authorities in a 
British Consul. Differences of opinion 
no doubt may and do exist as to tho 
Intive influences, on Consular officers 
the Foreign Office and the 
British Minister, At tho same time it 
is impossible to doubt that very much 
depends npon the personal ciiaracter 
and predilections of the Minister at 
Peking, who is, also, Consul-Genoral, 
The fnot that he is the Agent of the 
Scoretary for Foreign Affairs in Down- 
ing Streot does not deprive him of 
liberty of action in w multiplicity of 
matters in which his policy niay be of 
the utmost importance, for good or ill, to 
the interests of his countrymen in China, 
The Foreign Seoretary at home cannot 
but be guided by the despatches of the 
Minister abroad; the members of the 
Consular Service cannot but take their 
cue, to a greater or less degree, from the 
same source. We have no hesitation in 
recording our belief tbat the apathy and 
even sheepishuess of demeavour which 
the Times Correspondent so deeply 
deplores as characteristic of Consular 
officers in Chita is due in a very largo 
measure to the example and repressive 
influence of Sir Thomas Wade. ‘The 
Consul who, under Sir Thomns’e nd- 
ministration, should hae dared to di 
tinguish himself by prompt or energetic 
action, would probably have received a 
despatch from Peking of a singularly 






























































disconcerting nature,—a sort of official 
cold donche, well calculated to take away 
the breath of the recipiont and effectually 
cool his ardour. He has made the huge 
mistake of supposing that hoe is placed 
where he is as the custodian of British 
interests, aud tho still huger mistake 
of acting upon the delusion. He must 
therefore be taught that ho-is simply 
the agent of a system which works by 
role and precedent, that he hag no right 
to originate a line of action of Iris own, 
and that, if foreigners aro to be prow 
tected, the task mny safely bo left to 
the representative of some less timid 
Government, who does uot and need 
not shirk the responsibility of acting. 
Wo share the common belief that the 
policy of our present Minister will be 
found to differ widely from that of his 
predecessor, aud that ho will not tamely- 
submit to seeing the safely and tho 
intorests of his countrymen the object 
of German, or American, or Austrian 
charity. Nor do we believe that, under 
his régime, “the kind of service to en~ 
sure promotion will bo silence and 
sloth.” We are not pleading to be over. 
governed, ‘That is the bano of many 
continontal nations, and from over- 
government and official interference we 
are happily free enough, But we do 
plead for a stronger, firmer, and more 
respect-compelling attitude on the part 
of our representatives in China, and 
we rejoice that this plea bas been so 
ably put before the Heads of Govern. 
mont at home by the Shanghai Corres 

pondent of the Times, As he has 
well pointed out, the interests at 
stake are not only those of merchants 
stationed at the ‘Treaty Ports. “The 
interests as represented by.the British 
Consul at a place like Shanghai are 
not those of the thousand Buglish re 
sidouta, who, if they were all drowned 
in one day in the Yung-tszo Kiang 
would ouly make au average nine-days? 
wonder, The Consul represents the 
wage-enrning classes of Lancashire, 
Yorkshire, and the Olyde, who fabricate 
tho materials of our exports to Chiu, 
tho shipbuilders of the United King. 
dom, aud hosts of people in Englaud 
whose well-being depends on the succoss 
of onr foreign trade, with which th 
management of affairs in Shanghai is 
intimately connected.” It is impos. 
sible, wo shonld hope, that plain com- 
mon-sense like this onn fail to produce 
its proper result. Our Consuls must 
be encouraged to shake off that over. 
bashfalness which, protty enongh in a 
maiden of fifteen, is just'a little out of 
place in an officer holding high respon 
sibilities under Goverumeut. Modesty 
and merit, itis true, both begin with M; 
but then so do mischief, muddle, and 
mistake, and all three Lave resulted from 
the unfortunate habit of self-effacement 
encouraged in the Consular Service 
ever since the rule of Lord Palmerston 
at tho Foreign Office. There is not 
very much, perliaps, to hope for from 
Earl Granville, but we may have the 
satisfaction of feeling that, as far as 
Minister abroad can iffiaence the 
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Ministry at home, he will at any rate 
be under sounder guidance than bas 
been his privilege hitherto. 





RECENT UNTERANOES ON CHINESE 
‘MATTERS. 
‘Toro gentlemen of experience in Chinese 
affairs have lately given their views 
on them to the New York Herald. 
Goveral Gordon, in a letter dated from 
Jaffa, rambles over many subjects about 
some of which he evidently knows very 
little. Ho abuses the foreign residents 
roundly, saying that they may be writ- 
ten down as identical with those in 
Egypt in all affairs. “Their sole idon 
is, withont distinction of nationality, 
an incressing powor over China for 
thoir own trade and for the opening up 
of the country as they oall it; aud any 
war will be popnlar with them, so that 
they will ogg on any power to make 
it.” My idea ia that no colonial or 
foreign community in a foreign land 
oan properly and for the goueral bene- 
fit of the world consider the questions 
of that foreign state. ‘The leading iden 
is how they will benefit themselves. 
The Isle of Bourbon, or Reunion, is 
the canse of the Madagascar war. 
It is ogged on (aic) by tho planters 
there, snd to my idea the planters 
want slaves from Madagascar. I have 
very mean opivion of the views of any 
solovial or foreign community, though 
Town they aro powerfal for evil. Who 
would dare to oppose the European 
colony in Egypt or Chins and remain 
in these couutcies P” These are pretty 
tint accusations against foreiguors 
in China; but we do not think they 
are morited by any action or ox- 
pression of opinion on the part of 
Enropoans or Amoricans in this oonn- 
try. Tho intoresta of foreigners in 
China aro bound up with a peaceful 
policy. Exoopt the insignificant few 
who trade in arms, all residents hero 
‘and at tho other ‘Treaty Ports would 
be losers in the event of war breaking 
out, Trade wonld be diminished and 
isorganized,and the subjects or citizens 
of the nation whioh was at war with 
China would either see their commerce 
altogether suppressed, or pass into the 
hands of other people. It goos without 
ing that the interests of all mer- 
cautile men are identified with peace, 
but General Gordon bas evolved a 
peonliar race of traders from the 
dopths of his inner consciousness. It 
is not unlikely that the bulk of the 
Buropean adventurers who preyed on 
Egypt wore of a class such as he has 
Gesoribed. But there are none, or very 
fow, of these unscrupulous people in 
the foreign commani in Ohina, 
‘There is scarcely. any occupation for 
them nowadays; and the General 
had probably present in his mind the 
hordes of foreigners who swarmed to 
Ohina in the time of the Taiping 
rebellion, These men conld not live 
now. The foreigner at the ports is 
quiet going man who wants peace 
above all things, and seldom troubles 









































himself about political questions. Gen- 
eral Gordon has so weakened the 
esteem in which bis character and abi- 
lities were held, by bis uncautious use of 
wild language, that a great mauy people 
have ceased to care what he writes or 
says, His last letter, to which we are 
uow referring, will increase the number 
of these; but there are mauy who will 
regret that the General has not a friend 
at his elbow who could prevent his 
singular aud inconsiderate performances 
on paper. 

‘The other gentloman who has con- 
tributed his opiuious on current oveuts 
in China is Commodore Sbufeldt, He 
talks in a very different style from that 
of Goueral Gordon, He hae his fling 
at European uations in their dealings 
with Chins, accusing them of pursuing 
a dictatorial policy. Many people, on 
the coutrary, think that there has 
generally been a want of firmness in 
the diplomatic dealings of western 
nations with the Court aud Cabinet of 
Peking. The English Ministers have 
often been acoused by their ustionals 
of taking too Chinese a view of such 
matters as camo into dispute between 
them aud the Tsung-li Yaméu, As the 
Correspondent of the Zimes, portion 
of whoso letter wo published yestor- 
aay, said, “they have one aud all 
succumbed to the onrious delusion 
that on their pair of shoulders rested 
the onus of conserving the Chiner 
empice.”

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‘THE DEFENCES OF FOOCHOW. 
pasa Sit 

(FROM AN OccasIoNAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘Happening to pass the other day through 
Foochow, I was struck by the evidence 
which met me on all sides how very little 
idea the Fukien Government seems to have 
of the coast defence necessary to eecure 
the country in the event of invasion. Both 
forts and ships are in a most dilapilated 
state. ‘The principal fortification, com- 
manding the entrance of the port, is built 
on a low-lying strip of laud surrounded by 
high mountains, and with mountains on 
the opposite shore. This is armed with 
ton cannon of German manufacture. ‘the 
Commandant is a gentlemanly and agree- 
able man, who has been abroad and who 
talks tolerably good English. In my 
opinion the fort would not ‘stand five 
minutes against an ironclad of the third 
class in the French navy, while men-of-war 
could steam quietly ‘pass it without 
taking any notice whatever of its booming 
uns. A detachmont of marines might 
fand on the mountains opposite, or, indeed, 
behind tho fort itself, and with a few mor- 
tars disperse the entire garrison in no time.

Pirates, but will scarcely prove very ellic 
cious against the navy of a first-class Power. 
‘Then, again, as to tho Arsenal, This is a 








very famous institution. But what work 
is it good for? Well, it turns out a certain 
number of gunboats of aucient type; which, 
the Chineso declare, strike terror into the 
hearts of foreigners, I had long been 
curious to see this formidable workshop, 
and very much surprised I was when I 
wont over it the othor day. ‘The factor 
and buildings are strong enungh i 
struction, but so little cate has b 
of them ‘that they present a most dingy, 
dirty, aud dilapidated appearance. ‘There 
are two schools attached to it, for train- 
ing the futuro Nelsons of China, tho 
students in which are principally Pak 
and Canton men, A Mr, ‘Taylor acts as 
their professor, and instructs them in naval 
tactics. This yentloman is au undergraduate 
“of a Naval Collego at home, but, I boliove, 
has not received a diploma of any descrip: 
+ tion, Still, ho holds a * professorship,” 
and has a salary of ‘Ts. 250 0 month. 
Visions of future Chineso Nelsons paled 
before my eyes as I noted these things. A 
man who might make a respectable First 
Lord of tho Admiralty in the Poi Yang 
Squadron shoulder to shoulder with Ma 
Kien-chung, for instaneo, is not necessarily 
tho man to inanufacturo’ naval officers out 
of Chinese raw material, I also visited 
His Imperial Chinese, Majesty's corvette 
Yang Wu aud dospatch-boat Fu Hsin. 
‘The excellent disordor on both ships toule ino 
entirely by surpriso, It was the first time I 
had ever been on board a Chineso gunboat, 
and Icertainly expected a better show. ‘The 
guns with which the ships are armed aro 
good enough, but there are not a sufficient 
number of men to work them. The Ca; 
tain of the Yang Iw is seldom seen pacin 
the deck, He is too fond of the life of a 
merry landlubber, and too much devoted 
to playiiy somo’ instrament of musical 
torture whose name I do not know, but to 
the stridency of which I can bear my per- 
sonal testimony. Nor are the oflicers more 
dovoted to their naval duties than their 
commander, and the duties of the ship 
soem to devolve upon the midshipmen, who 
keep watch, make calculations, write up 
the log book, and order the sailors about. 
The middies of the Yang Wu, I believe, 
students who have been to America. 
With their knowledge of Euglish, ond train- 
ing at the Arsenal and on board ship, they 
prove in every respect better naval men than 
the officers. “Theirsalaries range from nine 
to fourteon tacls a month, with no chance 
of promotion unless they pay for it. The 
Captain, on the other hand, gets Tis. 650 
a month; Tis. 200 as salary, and the re- 
mainder as an allowance for painting his 














































































ship and other specified expenses. The 
ship ho paints once a year, and spends 
from Tis, 25 to Tis. 50 for other necessaries, 
What he does with the balance is, of course, 
a matter of conjecture ; probably sends it 
to the Yellow River Flood Fund. I hear 
on very good authority that the captain of 
acertain gunboatin the Emperor's navy paid 
Tis. 7,000 for the post, and then sold the 
subordinate positions for such sums as he 
could yet. Shanghai brokers would find 

fitable employment if they were to zo 

posts in the Imperial 
Navy. Some mischievous people say that 
the gallant captain in question made a con- 
dition of his purchase that he should resiy 
in the event of Chiua’s going to war and 
be allowed to join the service again when 
peace was proclaimed ; but fair play's a 
jewel, and I don't believe x word of 
that ‘part of the story. Ho Ching, the 
Viceroy of the Miu-ché Provinces, 
said to consider the Fang Wu the bul- 
wark of Foochow, and never permits her 
toleave the port either for a cruise or guu- 
practice. She may steam out iu the morning, 
but sho must roturn by night, lest the 
Freuch ereep in meanwhile. But as her 
sailors are uever drilled in handling gun 
rifles, or anything elso but chopsticks, I 
don't think the French need care very 
much whether the Yang Wu is out of port 
or in.

I havo read the account forwarded to 
you by auother Correspondent of the state 
Of affairs at this port and at Wuchang, and 
am bound to say that I scarcely think his 
somewhat alarmist predictions are borne 
out by facts. At any rate, I see matters 
in rather a different light, 

The plot of which you heard six months 
ago was a Titus Oates affair, encouraged 
by the Viceroy with a view to rohabilitat- 
ing his reputation, which had suffered from 
tho roport made to Peking of his feoble 
when the soldiery broke out some tine 
before. People only insist on its genuine 
charactor because they aro a little ashamed 
of the groundless panic into which they 
allowed themselves to bo betrayed. Bye 
and bye, however, when the distress which 
is bound to follow the prolonged floods 
begins to Le felt, there may be trouble; 
Dut there is no pressure at present, and 
the standing source of danger—tho nw 
ber of disbanded braves surviving in theso 
provinces—is being reduced by the moro 
euergetic of them finding employment in 
the now lovies that are being made for the 
war on the southern frontier.

Commercial dopression was never greater 
than at present ; business has come almost 
toa standstill, aud there seems to bo no. 
prospect of any change for the better. ‘This 
is, of course, owing to the unprecedented 
riso of Kinsatsu and the depreciation of 
specie. ‘There seems to be no active demand 
for any sort of merchandise, and sales are 
made for the smallest possible profit. 
Small firms ace becoming bankrupt by 
hundreds, and even the Jaryest native 
establishments find it difficult to keep their 
ground. As a natural consequence, the 
rise in paper-money is attributed to the 
machinations of Mr. Matsukata and his 
colleagues of the Treasury, and a host of 
financial essayists hail the increased value 
of paper-money as the earnest of Mr. 
Matsukate’s glowing promises. Yet the 
matter is attributable to much simpler’ 
causes, for Mr. Matsukata has ouly used 
the same levers as did Mr. Okuma half a 
dozen years ago, and how he failed is 














patent to every one, Awain, the Ministor , 
of the Treasury certainly never expected 
the prerent condition of aff 
was to wait years before completion. 
Government has, nevertheless, undou 
taken steps to reduce the bulk of the cur- 
rency of the country, and Mr, Matsukata 
has, as he promised, abstained from ques- 
tionable transactions in the money market. 
Bat other canses have been at work 
‘causes of a less reasonable and satisfactory 
nature, Graecos ne consulito. 

Despite hard times, the foreign residents 
in Tokio and Yokohama have genoronsly 
subscribed to several charitable funds. 
Fifteen hundred dollars have. beon for 
warded'to Java for the relief uf the sufferers 
in tho recent disasters. Au amateur drama- 
tic performance and concert was in 
behalf of the ‘fokio fund, which, £ hear, 
realised over $700. We're not such vory 
bad people after all.

January 11th (coutinued)—The coolios, 
having had theie appetites sharpened by 
the ascent of the’ Fung-lin Pass, fortified 
themselves with flour strings and coru- 
flour baunocks, whilst I boiled my thermo- 
meter in water at 196)", We then passed 
slong a slightly ascending road for about 
twouty minutes, when wereuched the highest 
part, and the barometer gave a reading 
0 21.84. Wonow desconded vory rapidly, 
and entered w yorge with rocky walls, in 
the oka of which dwarfed bambous and 
young trees grow, nud are now quite green, 
We afterwards passed many patelies of 
green trees and bushes, ans the tempera 
ture becams plonsanter, Wepassed through 
a small town, where we ought to have 
breakfasted, atid where the cvolies expected 

Ivep ; but they were mistaken, 
ied them on to the proper stage, 
some50 li further on, Ata quarter past four 
we halted for ten minutes in a small hamlot, 
whoro the covlios again fortilivd themaclves 
with banuocks, potatoes, and other good

Shortly after lenving this hamlet we passed 
over a covered bridge—quite a novelty 
for us, although common enough in Szo- 

We travelled along spoodily, puss 
immense masses of blue limestone, 
te quartz in some places, 
whilst in others. piles of thinly laminated 
rotten-looking slate, or something of the 
sort, lay tumbled about or closely packed 
together at alt angles, Some was wavy 

n appearance, as if z boen disturbed 
whilst atill ina plastic si Some was 
fluted on the surface, as if some mighty 
moulding plaue had ‘been applied to its 
surface, of some heavy glacier had been 
sliding over it for ayes. Afvor passing the 
covered bridye, we ascended another val- 
ley easily, passing sume humleta and 
farmstead fields, aui a goodly selection of 
trees and brushiood, some green horbage 
here aud thero, and green bushes—all 
quite refreshing to beliold, and showing 
plainly that we were getting gradually 
aouthward-to the more genial clime of 
Szo-chuen, We halted for the night at 
the regular stage, in the town called Nan- 
haing, which hus’a population of over 120 
families, and at lexat one fine inn, ‘The dis 
tance done to-day is 80 li, all told. 

Sauuary 12ch—Marehiny, through Nan- 
hsing this morning we passed quite an 
army of short, stumpy-tailed dogs, and a 
few companies of entirely tailless one 



















































































‘The people are nearly all well dressed, 
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and, very likely, well fed. ‘Those that 
Presouted themselves for hire, to carry the 
chairs & few li for a few cash, were all quite 
respectable-looking men, whereas those 
that have come forward xs carriers during 
the paat few days had the appearance of 
opinm-smoking vagrants, almost destitute 
of clothes.

She appears 
to be quite n gay young creature, though 
no more than fourteen or fifteen yea:

‘We marched again up a Gino valley, 
whorein grow quite a variety of trees: 
Willows, poplars, walnut, and others t 
English names of which I heve forgotten ; 
whilst the mountain sides are wooded with 
small ouks and various kinds of und-r- 
wood, Here we met lots of mon eareyiny 
steel bars, about one inch square by two 
foot lon: iron cooking pans, 
all sorts and sizes, from some iron-work 
the name of which none of us could under- 
stand, We ascended astiffinetine by aaue- 
cession of zig-zogs, and reached the top of 
the pass called 'T' 
the barometer « of 22.51, 
We now descen 1» Koln 
considerably to the eustward of sunth, and 
facing the sun in an unpleasant manuer, 
‘Tho road is being ropaired in the usual 
manner, by order of the worthy magistrate 
of Liu-pa Ling, the city which we are to 
Touch to night. The pevple repairing, 
boing allowed the privilege of defray 
their own expenses, do us they like in 
the way of repairs, throwing » little sravel 
hore and a few stones there ; and wherever 
the road is really bad they turn it off 
into the neighbouring fields, by throwing 
the old road, We 
have now re-entered the granite formation, 
upd piles aud piles of that hard rock are 
stacked up on each side of the roxd, We 
halted nenr the fino temple, enlled Han 
Chang Liu HouChih, erected to the memory 
of the famous minister, statesman and 
general of Lin Pang, the founder of the 
Hon dynasty, who owed hi 
great.wisdom and sagacity of his faithful 
counsdlior, We marched ayain after having 
had a look around the temple, which 
clean and in good order. Here I sa some 

ine blue or violet potatoes fur sale nt 160 
cash @ bushel of 80 English pounds, We 
halted for brenkfst in the market town 
called Chao-muh-lan, which has a popula- 
tion of some 70 families, and a few good 
fons, It was market-day, and crowds of 
people gathered round to see us, but 
were very civil. Oranyes of two kinds were 
being sold, and walnuts also, very cheap. 
Au hour after leaving wo entered and went 
through a gorge, lined with rugged_mou 
tains right and left, most of which are 
lightly-wooded. ‘The river is called Po- 
, or the River of aHundred Battles, 
because Lin Pang and Pa Wang, or Hsiang 
Yu, fought here for the mastery of tie 
empire. Tho famous Chang Liang de- 
atroyed the five road made by the King 
of Shu, and thus prevented Pa Wan 
troops from coming on ax easily as they 
had expected ; so Lin Pany remained 
mater of the empire, and the faithful 
Chang Liang then’ retired from office aud 
became a monk of the Tavist order; but 
through some human passion or weakress 
failed to obtain immortality. We passed 




















































































































through the small city of Liu-pa Ting, and 
halted at the quarters prepared for us in 
thé eastern suburb, having travelled 75 Li 
to-day on a passably good road. Here 
I am informed that the magistrate will

Tam informed that this fino inn is kept 
by one of the distinguished i 
Sun-pan Ton, whose best interest is served 
by our staying a long time, Some magis 
trates have been known to be tho keepers, 
cr propristors, of cash-shops, pawu-shops, 
and inns in the city under theirrule, and it is 
uly this year that H.E, Chang Ohih-tung, 
the present Governor of Shausi, cashiored a 
magistrate of Niug-wu Hsien for keeping a 
op. Lhave felt obliged to write to 
the Taotai at Han-chang Fu, and report the 
conduct of the magistrate, ae I eaunot afford 
to keep 90 many months nourished at my 
own expenso, and the coolies who are for 
the most part very improvident cannot 
stand along siege, ‘The magistrates of this 
province appear to have a knack of making 
themselves disagreeable and shirking their 
duty. It is no new thing for me to be 
aunoyed, delayed aud vexed in this pro- 
vince, and Iam even getting used to it. 
Ie appears that H.E. Fény, the prosent 
Governor of Shonsi, is a very benevolent 
and lenient man towards all the oflicials 
under his rule, and some of them take a 
mean advantage of it. . 

January 15th—Tho population of this 
city, Liu-pa ‘Ting, and suburbs, is divided 
into two sections, one of which for con- 
venience I will call the Cap-ites, and the 
other the Turban-ites, ‘The first or Cap- 
ites are mostly all natives, and live chiefly 
in tho city, being connected with one or 
other of the Yamdns, or are soldiers, They 
as a rule have a careworn, sallow, opium 
smoking look, cover their heads with hats 
or caps, their bodies with long robes, and 
their fect with thick wadded shoes, and aro 
goverally prying into everybody's affai 
with a view of exacting money by various 
well known and well practised systems of 
squeezing. ‘Tho other section, the Tur- 
banites, are gouerally immigcants from Sze- 
chuan, or their descendants in the first or 
second generation, ‘hey do about all the 
trading business of the piace, besides prac- 
tising various kinds of handicrafts—especi- 
ally those which aro indispensible in. the 
smallest communities, The urbanites have 
an uunnistakeable knack of turbaunting 
thes , uot often imitated by other 
bodies, They generally wear a long robe 
also, but have it nicely titeked in their girdle 
both before and behind to keep it from 
being soiled whilst at work or travelling, 
aud they let their robes down when at 
leisure, thereby assuming an air of gon- 
tility. ' They are generally shod with straw 
or hemp sandals, which aro much better 
adapted for walking than shoes; and their 
legs are bound around with many folds of 
calico or coarse native serge, which makes 
them look clumsy when walking, but which 
can be neatly done up, when desired, to 
the increase the air of yontility they are 
fond of assuming. As a rule the Tarbanites 
are much more jovial than the Capites, 
and, being hard workers, keep themselves 
in exellent health and spirits on very 
frugal fare, amass a little money to build 
a house, and buy a field or a pig oF two. 
‘The city walls are well built and in ex- 
cellent order. ‘The city is very small, aud 
eutirely occupied by the four or’ five 
yatens, a temple or two, and the barrack 
for the soldiery or the shanties for the 
various yamenites, so that the Capites are 
almost entirely confined to residence in the 
city, whilst the Tarbanites confine them. 
selves to the eastern suburb, cousisting of 
one long street, with a few inns and small 
shops where various kinds of domestic 
coumodities may be bonght. ‘The oranges, 
pea-nuts, aud ginger come from Han-chung 
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Fa, the sugar from Sze-chuan, the salt fom 
Kan-suh, and almost everything is imported 
‘The night following our arrival hers a 
serious affair happened in the small city, 
which has leaked out, in spite of the greedy 
mogistrate’s intention to keep it quiet. I 
am told that one of his exalted yaménites 
went out in the night to a neighbour's 
house, whilst the husband was away. 
woman cried lustily for help ; the y% 
thon drew ashort aword or da 
date her, and the worthy magistrate, who 
appears fo have been closo at hand, stepped 
in, and pretending to be very indiguant at 
yaménite’s conduct, ordered him away, 
hilst he told the woman that if she held 
her peace he would certainly investigate 
the matter. This he has not doue, aud 
it has thus created a strong suspicion 
in tho minds of sensible men that the 
proximity of the worthy magistrate at the 
time was for other reasons than the pro- 
tection of virtuous women, the wives aud 
daughters of his citizens,” Everybody is 
of opinion that the magistrate Ought to 
have beon in his yaméu at that timo of 
night instead of gailivanting about the city 
in privato dress. 
‘an. 16th.—1 would much rather bo 
travelling than wasting my time here ; 
but I cannot afford to allow this sti 
creature to treat me thus uuceremoniously. 
Tt would be a bad precedent for the re- 
mainder of my journey. I am told that 
the newly appointed inagistrate of Mien 
Hsien, who passed here last evening, told 
this dreadful fuuctionary an interview 
they had togethor that his present action 
towards mo is likely to causo him more 
trouble than profit; but the stupid don- 
Key does not see how that can come 
about, He is apparently dotermined 
to gain his point aud save his money if 
possible, He detained the Lamas here for 
tivelve days, and they went to his yaméu 
and did more damage than tho money the 
wretch thought to save will pay for, His 
Chai Mon Shs 
affairs, oxpostulated with him and ventured 
to pay out eleven taels moro than he was 
authorized to, 40 us to get tho Lamas 
away ; but the stingy creature refused to 
allow for the gum, and tho man resigued. 
Tho great Hsiang-yil, or Pa-Wang, who 
foughtso many battiesin this valley during 
his insurrection against the power of ‘Tsin 
Shik Huang I's successor, is said to have 
doen broughtinto the world by nobody know: 
whom, and to have been nursed by a tigres: 
until he was about soven years old, wt which 

























































































time ho was found by Hsiang Liang, who 
then claimed himas bis nephew, Pa-wany, 
or Si-tsu Pa-wang, was the title he adopted 








when he cose in aris aainst his sovereign, 
He appears to have grown up to bo a feru- 
cious warrior ; and as if to verity what is 
anid of his nursing having been done by by 
a tigress, ho is suid to have slaughtered the 
whole of the population of Hai ng 
Hoion, the capital of the ‘sins, because 
they happened to remark that We was not 
so mildas Liu Pang. His faithful wife, 
Yi-ki, appears to have been a very virtuous 
woman. On Pa Wany seeing that his cause 
was lost, and Liu Pang’s gained, aud that 
there was uot the least hope of retrieving 
anything, he advised Yi-ki to go over to 
Lin Pang, aud thus save her life; but she 
Tefused to do so, He then directed hor 
attention to his sword, which sho took, and 
slow herself with it before the arrival of 
the enemies’ troops. 

Tam told that the supernatural guardian 
of this city is a golden ram, living in an 
oak forest on the slope of the mountain 
north-east of this, into which I am now 
Jooking, and which is quite close. It ap-

No ovents of any interest have occurred 

the date of my last communi 
tin, All die new arrivals per the Aveyron, 
Shamrock, Bienhoa aud Tonquin have now 
been brought up from Halong Bay 
landed here, while abont onv-half of them 
have already beon despatched to Hanoi, 
Haiphong is quite gay with the bizarre 
uniform of the Algerian troops, as just for 
the present we have no less than i,200 to 
1,500 of Turcos and men of the Foreign 
Legion temporarily quartered in the place. 
Your readers are probably acquainted with 
the picturesque costume of the ‘urcos, or 
“black Frouchmen,” aq the Annamito, 
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haye dubbed them ; sky-blue zouave jacket 
with yellow facings, baggy breeches of the 
same colour with black gaiters buttoned 
half way up the leg; the swathy Arab 
head. with close cropped black hair is 
surmounted by a scarlet fez with black 
tassel, ‘The officars, who are French, wear 
a blue patrol jucket and crimsou trousere, 
and here aud there among the rauk and 
file it is possible to recognise a northern 
face, tanuied, however, by the scorching 
gun of North Africa to a hue almost as 
dark as the visages of Arabs. ‘The men 
are a fine, healthy body, and it is not at 
all dificult to see iu thom the dare-dovilry 
and dashing courage and impetuosity which 
hhasgained for them the sobriquet of the 
“foot cavalry” of the French army, The 
“Boreign Legion,” which is also a corps 
fresh from Algerian service, is made up 
mostly of Alsatiaus, Germans and waifs 
and strays from all European nationalities, 
and. they are certainly a soldierly 
Tooking lut of men. ‘The dress cousists of 
a blue frock coat, with the flaps buttoned 
back for marching, and trousers, a thick 
luo sash, of a lighter shade than the coat, 
round the waist, anda scarlet cap,with black 
oak, Another battalion of these troops is 
expected to arrive shortly by the trausport 
‘Annamite, and I believe that no operations 
of importance will be undertaken until 
after their arrival and despatch to the frout, 
probably sbout the beginning of next 
month, ‘The total uumber of the reinfore 
ments brought out by the four transports 
already arrived amounts to about 3,300 
mon and, with the battalion of the Foreign 
legion to arrive, will bring up the French 
force in ‘Tonquin to sume 8,000 of all 
branches of the service ; a very respectable 
force, but certainly none too mau 
which to undertake the diflicult task before 
them. Of these, however it should be 
ble ty put some 6,000 men in the 
Reld for offensive operations, Goneral 
Bouet was unable, from his slender re 
aources in August lust, to draw tore than 
2,000 men from the garrison at Hanvi for 
norvice in the field, and he was at the sane 
tine hampered in’ his action by anything 
Dut cordial co-vperation from the naval 
authorities i continual friction with the 
Civil adwinistration, so that Admiral 
Courbet is at present in a far better posi 
tion to win lis laurels in the eampai 
than his predecessor in command was ever 
fortunate enough to be.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTE. 

October 2nd.—(1) A Memorial from Yu 
Po-ch‘uan and the Governor of Shantung 
reporting further disasters from the burat- 
ing of the embankments of tho Yellow 
River. The heavy rains which fell during 
the latter half of the month of August 
caused an increase of water in the 
which, being augmented by sudden d 
of mountain torrents, rose, in the 
bourhood of Chi-nan fu aud its vicinity, to 
a height of nearly two feet moro than the 
rauge of the autumn freshet. Fortunately 
the measures of precaution taken by the 
Memorialists prevented the flooding of those 
districts which had already suifered during 
tho summer freshots, but audden pressure 
of the water upon four or five old breaches 
in the Li-ch‘éng District, where the earth 
had not yet boon firmly rammed down, was 
more than they could stand, and the result 

that this District is once wore submerged. 
he people, who have just had relief dis- 
tributed to them, were fortunately able to 

stroat bofore the flood without loss of | 
Fiftoon villages in Oh‘ang-ch‘ing Haion 
have also been submorged by the water 
overtopping the embankments, ‘They have 
further to report that the people of thy 
Chang-ch ‘iu District, alarmed for the safety 
of ul own embankment, weut iu an 
armed body into the Chi-‘tung District and 
cut through the embankment at a placo 
called Chang Chia Liu, thereby saving their 
own District but tuening the country east- 
ward of them into one vast expunso of 
the District town being two or three 
feet deep in water, aud a portion of the 
wall having fallen dow Olticers were at 
once sout to maiutain order, but the 
Memorialists, distressed and vexed as they 
are at this selfish and destructive act on 
the part of the Chang-ch‘iu people, have 
not the heart to punish them for sacrificing 
others, in their desperation, to seoure the 
safety of their own interests, although by 
this act four whole Districts have auffored, 
‘They purpose therefore to content them- 
selves with the arrest aud punishment of 
the ringleaders. In couclusion, they ex- 
press grave doubts whether their troubles 
are yet over, as tho rain continues at the 
timo of writing, aud the autuma froshet is 
yet before them.

CMINA DRANCH OF THE ROYAL ASIATIO 

SOCIETY, 

A mooting of the local branch of the Royal 
AsiatieSociety was held on Thursday evening 
in the Society's room in Upper Yuen-mi 
yuen Road. Mr, E. B. Drow, P: 
‘occupied the chair, and there were present 
the Rev. J. A. Bamford and Messrs 
Dalberg, Poli, Deighton-Braysho 
Amelunxen, A. J, Little and E. Robinson, 
members of the Society, and several visitors, 

‘Tho Prestoest read'a paper by Mr. G. J. 
Morrison, entitled “Some Notes of a Trip 
to Corea in July and August, 1883 ” 

(We are compelled by stress of matter to 
hold over Mr, Morrison’s paper for tho 
present.) 

Mr. Diizvenc moved a vote of thanks to 
Mr, Morrison for writing the paper and to 
tho President for reading it. He had no 
doubt that it would dispel many extravagant 
ideas which were held about Corea, 

Tho Prestest eaid there were one or 
two matters connected with Corea within 
his knowledge which might interest the 
meeting. He regretted that ho had no 
special knowledge with regard to the 
country ; but, it hiad been his fortune to be 
connected with the expedition—perhaps 
not a very creditable one—conducted some 
tirelvo years ago, in 1871, under the manage- 
ment of the U.S. Minister, Mr. Low, assisted 
by the American fleet, which went over to 
Corea in May and returned in July. Ho 
did not mean that the design was not a 

table one, or that the cunduet of the 
Minister was discreditable ; but it had 
always been his opinion that tho affair was 
mismanazed, and he was surprised that the 
Coreans had so soon forgotten the injuries 
they received. ‘They saw very little of the 
Coreans themselves, as their policy was at ~ 
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first to avoid as much as possible anything 
which might bring them into collision with 
the people; and very few members of the 
expedition even touched the shore. The 
fleet consisted of five vessels—the U.S. 
flag ship; two good sized corvettes, and two 
smaller vessels, under Rear Admiral Rod- 
gers. Prior to this, there had been three 
expeditions. ‘The first was, he believed, in 
1868. A persecution had broken out against 
the Ronan Catholic Missionaries in Corea, 
and a Catholic priest came over to Chefoo, 
here Mr. Drew then was, in a Corean 
junk. A French fleot then went up and 
anchored at the mouth of the Corean river, 
near the spot where the open port described 
by Me. Morrison now was, ‘The gun-boat 
pushed up to capital and landed a 
‘small force of men ; but they were somewhat 
careless—did not perhaps have suflicient 
rogard for the treachery of the Coreans. 
‘hey were taken in ambush, a number 
were woundedand some were killed. It was 
evident that the force was not sufiicient, and 
they withdrew. Que or two years after that 
came the famous expedition in the Merchant 
vonsel the Chine; but some of those per- 
might know more of this than he did, 
perhaps been hero at the time of 
the trial of one who two who went to Corea 
in her, But the General Sherman affai 
was the affair which brought the Americai 
on to the scene. The General Sherman 
was a small, swift vessel, heavily manned, 
which wont over to Corea to sell arms, 
piece-goods; ete, ‘They went up one of the 
rivers—uot the Seoul river, but one north 
of it—and they mot with some kind of 
opposition from the Coreans; no foreigner 
Knows what it was, as uot a single li 
min came back to tell the tale, A 
States war-vessel was sent over to enq! 
into the matter and eventual 
of oxplanation was given. 
state of affairs botwoon tho United States 
and Gores when tho American Fleet in 
1871 weut over, and when he (Mr. Drew) 
accompanied the American Minister. ‘The 
real object of the expedition was to 
ome kind of a treaty, as the be- 
ginning of relations between Corea and 
other countries. It had originated with 
Mr. Seward, the American Consul at 
Shanghai, and the American Goverument 
appointed the American Minister, Mr, Low, 
to undortake it. The idea was to place 
themselves thero and to refuse to yo away 
until the Coreans made some kind of a 
treaty. They were to tell the Cureans that 
they came with the object of ma 
tronty with respect to the treatment of 
auilors’who might be shipwrecked on the 
Corean coast, and with the object of 
obtaining an’ explanation of the General 
Sherman affair. "Che fleet went over and 
anchored as he had wid; but the 
Coreans refused to have auy dealings 
with them. ‘They said they had already 
explained the General Sherman affair, 
aud as for shipwrecked seamen they 
had always taken care of them, sent 
them ovefland to Peking and ao returned 
them to their own countries. Ho remeu 
bered that in one despatch the Corea 
nid, “Heaven has placed youin the extreme 
west of .the Western Seas, and us in the 
extreme east of the Eastern Seas ; why 
therefure do you disturb us?” ‘The mem- 
bers of the expedition found that by writ- 
ing despatches in Chinese they could make 
themselves understood, and the Coreans had 
no dificulty in replying in the same lan- 
gnage. Ashe said, they tried to avoid coming 
into collision with the people, aud up to 
the time when they had an actual collision 
he did not believe they saw twenty-five 
people ; and he (Mr. Drew) did not think 
he saw more than one Corean woman the 
whole time; but that one azroed very well 
with Mr. Morrison's description. ‘They 
used to put their letters on a post—which 
they called the ‘ post” office—and the 
Coreans came and took them away.

and wero all killed there. He did not 
mean that they were shot down and mur- 
dered ; but not knowing enough to ask for 
quarter they kept on firing as loug as they 
could,aud werekilled. A few—perhaps acon- 
siderable number—endeavoured t» escape 
to the river, aud the commander cut his 
throat there as he stood in the water. The 
expedition captured a great many guus aud 
curious articles of Corean domestic aud 
military use, and brought thom away. 
Having inflicted thie chastisement, the 
American floot waited a fow days to'seo if 
the Coreans would send a high oficial to 
treat with them, and then went aay. 
‘The Corean guns taken by the Americans 
were very curious; he (Mr. Drew) had 
across them anywhere else, 
thongh they were marked as having been 
made in China, dating back about two ce: 
turies. They’ were some four fect i 
length, and were really a kind of breach- 
loaders, hharing removeable round cham- 
bers, which could be loaded and fitted into 







































































































the gun, so that by having half-a-dozen 





charge it and then take it out and put in 
another. ‘This accounted for the fact that 
when they passed the forts the fring was 
very rapid indeed. He (Mr. Drew) saw tho 
whole thing very plainly. ‘The guns were 
lashed into position with willow strips, or 
faggots. .The tents of the Coreans wero 
covered over with..oiled paper, written 
over with Chinese characters—the paper 
being probably similar to that described 
by Mr, Morrison as being placed on 
the floors of the houses. What was written 
on it was a sort of patriotic address, or 
heroic poem, calling upon tho people to 
fight bravely for their country. The soldiers 
woro a kind of armour, too, made of cotton 
cloth, thick, heavy and ‘warm, ‘There 
were seventeen layers of cotton cloth, 80 
that it was really n strong coat-of-mail,” A 
speat or sword would scarcely penetrate it, 
and oven a pistol shot failed to go through. 
He did not at the moment remember any- 
thing else of interest connected with the 
expedition. (Cheers,)

CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE WATRRWORKS, 
To the Editor of the

Sm,—Daring my ramblings around thi 
Settlements, upon looking at the Water- 
work Reservoir, I had often wondered 
whether the Chinese took kindly to the 
improvement,—whethor they preferred the 
filtered and pure water of the Reservoir to 
the muddy supply of the Huang-pu.

following. 

Te seoms that various 
the water have been rife amongst the 
Chinese, the principal boing that the said 
water was drugged with opium (!), whoroby 
those who partook of it became addicted to 
its influence in the same way opium might 
affect a person. ‘The next report was that 
the water was poisoned, and that the 
spreaders of such reports used to put raw 
alum into the water, by which it became 
black the next morning. So wide and 
various were the reports spread about that 
I do not at all wonder at the avi 
of Chineso to tako advantage 
supply, which is given at a cheaper rate 
than the ordinary water of the river. 

To get at the bottom of the mystery I 
determined to find out who the persons 
wero that spread the above reports. It 
scems that a Ningpo man, Ying Ch‘ang-fa 


(i Bia) by name, a short time before 


the formation of the C company had 
also entertained the same idea, and desired 
in conjunction with a cortain compradoro 
to obtain this monopoly. He was disap- 
pointed, and accordingly used his utmost 
endoavoura to render the speculation of the 
Chinese company fu eing, as have 
said, a Ningpo man, his influence was great 
amongst the water carriers in the Sottle- 
ments, who aro for tho most part fellow- 
townsmen of his.

(The Times Shanghai Vorr, 26th August.) 
Shanghai is alrendy the chief commer: 
cial emporium of China, and it is destined 
to become the grentext centro of popula- 
tion in the empire. ‘The points of friction 
between the natives and foreigners will be 
multivlied, aud to make intercourse go 
smoothly will require great skill, firmness, 
and mutual forbearance. But in a com- 
munity so circumstanced’ as this, how ia 
the rare combination of qualities to be om- 
ents are all temporary,

sular servico is a career for which

The Coneula 
have found by experience that the kind of 
service which insures promotion is ailence 
and sloth, ‘Chis is really a serious matter, 
for tho interests represenied by the Eng: 
Hiah Consul at a place like Shanghai are not 
thoso of the thousand English residents, 
who, if they were all drowned in one day 
in the Yang-tze-Kiany, would only make 
an average nine days’ wonder, The Consul 
represents the waye-earning classes of 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, aud the Clyde who 
fubricate the materials of our exports to 
China, the shipbuilders of the United 
dom, aud hosts of people in Kngland whose 
well-being depends on tho success of our 
foreign trade, with whi 
of affairs in Shanghai is 
nected, With such respon 
shoulders, the modesty which is so becom- 
ing in the private citizen may be carried 
too far in tho Consul, And that point 
seons to be reached when the English com 
munity aro depoudent for the safeguarding 
of their interest on the Consul of somo 
other Power, who, for anything they can 
toll, may havo a’ particular yome of his 
own to play in his intercourse with the 
Chinese authorities, ‘The commercial su- 
remucy of the Buglish is mena:
